A FEW PLAIN WORDS TO TEACHERS. 


Much has been writtea by able hands on 
the best methods of teaching and condact- 
ing Sanday scbeols, but a teacher of twenty 
years experience begs leave to offer some 
thoughts on what are generally regarded as 
minor things. The great object of the Sun- 

day school is to impart the knowledge of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. A 
sense of his exceeding love should pervade 
all the teachers words and actions. This 
mighty theme sbouid fill up every moment 
of the time allotted to instruction. 

The Sunday school is a powerful engine 
in the cause of Christ, if rightly guided. 
To work efficiently, this fine mechanism 
should move with far less friction than is 
found in many of our schools. Let as drop 
oel, and not sand, upon its wheels and ler- 
ers. Love is the grand principle by which 
all must move. When superintendent or 
teachers indulge in load and severe words 
0 the children, what wonder if they catch 
the infection? Noisy, irritable teachers, 
make acisy, iusubordinate scholars. 

“ The Holy Dove ,

We 
should carefully guard against feelings of 
hostility towards a particularly troublesome 
Scholar, and exdeavor to make him the sub- 
ject of especiül prayer and effort. To pun- 
ish an offender before the school, will shut 
‘his cars auf harden his heart against the 
message of redeeming love. 

It is best not to be incessantly reproving, 
Or te netice every offence at the moment it 
as committed, but to let the offender feel, by 
some gemark growing out of the lesson, that 
this aondact was not unobserved. The com- 
mon faults of scholars are talking, restless 

tion, inattention, aud imperfect recita- 
s. These should not be submitted to, 

d allowed to become a habit of the class; 
but it will be well for the teacher to inquire 
closely whetber any thing he can do or leave 
undone may lessen or increase this evil. In 
some cases, a quiet interview alone, or a 
note put into the refractory scbolar’s hand 
unnoticed by the rest, giving reproof in 
words of teuderest love, and directing the 
offender’s eye to a crucified Saviour, bas 
been found effectual to soften the proud, 
wayward heart. 

Ob! if superintendents and teachers 
would resolve, in the strength of God, never 
to utter a reproof till they have first lifted 
up a prayer for grace and wisdom to do it 
rightly! “ A word fitly spoken—how good 
is it!” A basty or unjust reproof will make 
all within bearing side with the person they 
deem injured, and there will be an end of 
the teachable spirit for the rest of the hour. 
Dear fellow teacher, Quench not the 

ourtesy should be as scrupul ob- 
served in the Sunday school as in the draw- 
iug-room, both towards teachers and schol- 
ars. There is a charm about it almost like 
enchantment. The smiling welcome to each 
one, the brief inquiry for a sick father, a 
new baby, or a bart finger, the pt ac- 
knowledgment of any token of good-will, 
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the polite request for any needed service, 
and the never neglected thanks when the 
office is performed—if these are regarded, 
the children will be eager to anticipate your 


wishes. Whether you omit or observe these 


courtesies of life, they will form, their con- 
duct on your own. Obildren, of every 


age, social grade, have feelings more or less 


acute, though the sensitive spirit may avoid 
all outward expression. If we remember 


our own childhood, and put ourselves in the 


scholar’s place, we shall not so often violate 
| the law of kindness in our dealings with 
the young. A careless expression of 
tempt for ignorance or dullness may plant a 
long-felt sting. 

These suggestions may seem trivial, but 
the great object of the Sunday school enno- 
bles all. Heartily, as to the Lord,“ 
should be the teacher’s watchword. What- 
ever tends to repel the lowest scholar from 
Christ becomes a grievous sin. The least 
word or look that tends to draw young 
hearts to Jesus is well-pleasing in his eyes. 
As a nurse cherisheth ber children,” we 
should move among our Sunday-scholars. 
Ob! teacher, beware of aught by which 
done of these little ones stumbleth or is of- 
fended.” 

- Forbearance, politeness, sympathy, a nice 
observance of the Golden Rule, are not 
such little things. Great are the teacher’s 
temptations to “ give place to the devil” 
in these particulars, and great is the strength 
needed to overcome the Wicked One. What 
-searchings of heart should this awaken, and 
what earnest, persevering prayer—not dit. 
fosed and weakened by vague generality, 
but condensed upon minute particulars, 
taking our own good and evil deeds alike, 
and rolling them into the sepulchre at the 
foot of the cross, while we seek to be lost 
in Jesus, and to move only by bis will in 
every thought, word, and deed connected 
with the Sunday school! For our fellow- 
teachers what affectionate prayers should 
we offer! This will do more than all else 
to put out the little jealousies, criticisme, 
and heart-burnings which often smoulder in 
a fraternity which should be bound by 
sweetest fellowship. Then, for our scholars 
let us daily pour out our bearts before the 
Lord. Kuowing each one intimately, we 
can mention before bim the peculiar eireum- 
stances ot each, and entreat for each the 
special grace most needed. 

The writer could illustrate these remarks 
by many examples from personal. observa- 
tion, but they have already reached a greater 
length than was at first intended. Perhaps 
other teachers may be led by them to give 
through these columns incidents from their 
own experience, to illustrate the power of 
love-—Parish Visitor. 


PERSONAL CONTACT. 


He who has ends, acd particularly good 
ends, to gain with his fellow-men, will find 
their accomplishment greatly facilitated by 
coming into personal contact with men 
Every man who wishes to establish a busi- 
ness must see and converse with those whose 
ronage he would secure; is will scarcely 
avail to distribute reams of paper circulars, 
if be himself stays at home. The teacher 
must form the acquaintance of parents, if 
he wouid have their children in his school. 
And the politician mast not only barangue 
the crowd at arm’s length—his chances of 
success are almost always to be measured 
by the degree ir, which he is personally ac- 
quainted with them. Almost always the 
best method with a person who has offended 
one, is to sek an interview with bim, and 
let explauations be given and objections 
answered face to face. , 

The unbounded influence which Napoleon 


only to the confidence they felt in his mili- 
tery genius, but to the marvelous accuracy 
and minuteness of his acquaintance with 
them. It was not his inflaence upon them 
in a mass, but the degree of his personal 
contact with them. 

Here, doubtless, is a great secret power. 
Great geniuses may be powerful without it, 
but plain men, when they are possessed of 
good social qualities, and of judgment in 
using them, rival them in their practical, 
working influence upon their fellow-men; 
while the power of a great genius will be 
largely enhanced by the addition of such 
qualities. All this is essentially true of the 
work of the Church among men. Sinners 
will not be converted while they are kept 
at arm’s length. The faithful shepherd 
calleth his own sheep by name. ‘The meas- 
ure of the Church and the ministry’s power 
over men, is in general exactly proportioned 
to their degree of personal contact with 
them. It is not enough to barangae them. 
We can hardly call that preaching which 
springs from an ambition to address them 
in a mass, dissevered from an interest in 
them in detain as in individuals. True 
preaching, evangelical preaching, finds its 
themes and draws its directness and point 
from pastoral observation, and then carries 
the preacher with fresh impulse back to the 
sphere of personal labor again Evangeli- 
cal preaching is the distant artillery which 
thanders at the frowning fortress, and ruins 
its iron storm upon it until a breach is made 
in the walls, and the way is clear for a 
hand to band conflict, a rush to the battle- 
ments, and the planting of the victorious 
standard upon the walla. ra 

We must not stand behind the breast- 
work of the pulpit, or, if we be laymen, 
croach bebind the preacher, and consider 
the work of the Church done, if we look on 
complacently while he fires a few volumes 
promiscuously at the enemy. If ve do, the 
breaches made will be repaired, the for- 
tress will be strengthened, our work will 
have to be done over again, and. the de- 
fence will be indefinitely prolonged. 

In plain words, you need to go and take 
the sitiner by the hand, as an anxious love 
for souls will of itself prompt you to do. 
Yoo need to meet his troubled look with 
the calm light of your own friendly eye. 
You need to meet each rising objection, 
each evanescent phase of thought as they 
come and go in animated conversation; you 
need to watch the delicate play of the feat- 
ures, and to avoid or seize upon per- 
sonal peculiarities which thus alone you 
will discover, and which often constitate 
the fatal difficulties, or the happy facilities 
in the work of converting a sinner. You 
need to give the sinner this fair opportunity 
of testing the sincerity of your professions of 
interest in bis case, and the grounds of yoar 
confidence iu the merits of your owa, While 


you hesitate thus to approach him, he 


exercised over bis soldiers, was due not. 
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wonders that you do not come, Are yon 
in earnést ? Do you believe your own pro- 
fessions? He cannot explain—you, before 
your own conversion, could not explaia— 
the tacitarnity of Christian professors upon 
this sobject in their intercourse with men of 
the world, Children wonder at the sealed 
lips of parents; friend wonders at the re- 
serve of friend.» 

Christian reader, ministerial brother, cal- 
tivate this bolder, frauker form of religion. 
Learn this noble art, 4 often ean to 
base é, of acting personally upon 
your —— for good. Learn the elo- 
quence which not only sways him in the 
crowded assembly, but which speaks in the 
oressure of the hand, in the light of eye 
ooking into eye, and in the pleading tones 
of personal friendship. Behold your ex- 
ample in the Word made flesh, who, not 
content with uttering commands and hurl- 
ing threatenings from his sublime and dis- 
tant throne, descended and veiled himself 
in our nature, that he might come into per- 
sonal contact with us, that he might offer 
life and salvation directly to the humblest 
of men and the vilest of sinners.— American

SHALL NOT WE BE AS BRAVE! 

In the golden age of Rome, if a man 
were tempted to dishonesty, he would stand 
upright, look the tempter in the face, and 
say to him, “I am a Roman.” He thought 
that a sufficient reason why he should vei- 
ther lie nor cheat. It ought to be a ten 
times more than sufficient answer to eve 
temptation, fer a man to be able to say, “ 
am a son of God; shall such a man as I 
yield to sin?” 

I have been astonished in looking through 
old Roman history at the wonderful prodi- 
gies of integrity and valor which were pro- 
duced by idolatry, or rather which were 
produced by patriotism, and that principle 
which ruled the Romans, namely, love of 
fame. Aud itis a shamefal thing that even 
idolatry should be able to breed better men 
than some who profess Christianity. If a 
Roman, a worsbiper of Jupiter or Saturn, 
became great or glorious, a son of God 
ought to be nobler far. Look at Brutus; 
he has established a republic, be has put 
down tyranvy, he site upon the judgment 
seat; his two sons are brought before him; 
they have been traitors to the common- 
wealth! What will the father do? He is 
a mai of a loving heart and loves his sons, 
bat there they stand. Will he execute jus- 
tice as a judge, or will he prefer his family 
to his country? He covers his face for 8 
moment with his hands, and then looking 
down upon his sons, and finding that the 
testimony is complete against them, he says, 
“ Licturs, do your work.” 

Christian men, do you feel this with re- 
gard to your sins? hen you have been 
sitting on the judgment bench there has 
been some favorite sin brought up, and you 
have, let me blush to say it, wished to spare 
it, it was so near your heart; you have 
wished to let it live, whereas should you not 
as a son of God have said, “ If my eye of- 
fend me, I will pluck it out and cast it from 
me; if my right band offend me, I will cut 
it off, rather than I should in anything offend 
my God.” Brutus slays bis sons; but some 
Christians would spare their sins. 

Look again at that noble youth, Mutias 
Scevola. He goes into the tent of king 
Pyrrhus with the intention to put him to 
death, because he is the enemy of bis coun- 
try; he slays the wrong man. Pyrrhus or- 
ders him to be taken captive. A pan of 
hot coals is blazing in the tent; Scœvola 
pats out bis right hand and holds it; it 
crackles in the flame; the young man flinches 
not, though his fingers drop away. There 
are four hundred youths,” says he, in 
Rome as brave as I am, and that will bear 
fire as well; and tyrant,” he. says, 
will surely die.“ Yet here are Christian men 
who, if they are a little sneered at, or snub- 
bed, or get the cold shoulder for Christ’s 
sake, are half ashamed of their profession, 
aud should go and hide it. And if they 
are not like Peter—tempted to curse and 
swear to escape the blessed imputation— 
they would turn the conversation, that they 
might not suffer for Christ. Oh for four 
hundred Sceevolas, four hundred men who 
for Christ’s sake would burn, not their right 
bands, but their bodies, if indeed Christ’s 
name might be glorified, and sin might be 
stabbed to the heart.— Spurgeon. 


„Be Sure your Sins will find you Out.” 


Some years since, the Express Company 
of Wells, Butterfield & Co., running into 
the valley of the Mississippi, was robbed of 
$50,000. It was abstracted from their ex- 
press car, by substituting a box of lead for 
one filled with gold coin. So exact was the 
resemblance, that the fraud was not discov- 
ered until the box was opened at the Gov- 
ernment office in New York. It consisted 
of U. S. funds from the land office at St. 
Paul, and as the express company was re- 
sponsible, they immediately replaced it from 
their own treasory. 

At the time of the robbery, there was 
not the remotest suspicion of the perpetra- 
tor. The officers could not fix their eye or 
thoughts upon an individual, and although 
the whole matter was placed in the hands 


ol experienced detective police-officers, they 


were embarrassed at the outset. But sud- 
denly their suspicions were roused, and a 
point fixed at which all their attention was 
directed. The express agent who had the 
treasure in charge, was an old, faithful offi- 
cer, and so stroug was the confidence of the 
Officers in his iutegrity, that he was never 
alluded to as a party to the bold robbery. 
But suddenly, without any apparent cause, 
he resigned his position. From that hour, 
running through successive months, an un- 
seen detective was constantly on his track. 
He was followed to New Eagland, to his 
native place in Massachusetts, back to New 
York, to the Western States, over railways, 
weet — rivers, into hotels and places 

publie resort, until all bis movements, 
companions, and objects of pursuit were per- 
fectly familiar to the unseen shadow which 
had so long and so diligently followed him. 

The proof having accumalated, the cir- 
cumstantial evidence grew so strong, that 
at the proper place and time be was arrest- 
ed. P confession was made, and others 
implicated, and the whole thing, with its de- 
tails, was brought to the light. Had be 
not resigned his office, it is questionable 
whether the guilty parties would ever have 
been known. It was ascertained that the 


express agent, with two or three employees 
of the road, 2 — the robbery with 
such consummate, skill, that detection was 
almost impossible. fore they secured the 
treasure, it was agreed to buary it in a cer - 
tain place, where it was to remain until aus- 

ician was allayed and the matter forgotten. 
This was only partislly carried out. The 
confederates of the express agent opened 
the box and took, out their share, This 
led to a quarrel, and the 2 his 
proportion of the proceeds, at once 
most incautionsly resigned his office, and 
went into the investment of bis funds. He 
bought farms and horses and jewelry, aud 
although this was done in obscure and dis- 
tant places, it all revealed itself to the vigi- 
lant detectives, who saw Krogh whole 
shallow disguise. The sequel was the con- 
viction of two or three of the robbers, a 
recovery of a portion of the property, and 
the commitment to the State Prison of the 
express agent, who for years had been 
among the most confidential and reliable 
men of the company. 

In harmony with detection in the above 
case, is the one just brought to light on the 
New York and New Haven railway. Last 
spring, during one of the night trips of the 
express agent of Adams & Co.’s, the iron 
safe, containing a large amount of money 
and valuable papers, was abstracted from 
the cars. It was found the next day under 
a bridge, with its sides broken, and the 
fands extracted. The audacity of the thing, 
stealing an iron safe, surprised every one. 
Bat it bad passed out of sight with the pub- 
lic, until, last week, when three arrests were 
made on the road, of respous ble employees 
as guilty of the robbery. Ever siuce the 
outrage, police detectives have been on the 
trail of certain men connected with the 
road, until evidence of their crime has ac- 
cumolated sufficient to justify their arrest. 
Their guilt, it is thought, can be clearly es- 
tablished. What a moral this enforces! 
Though no human. eyes sees, there is one 
which never closes, and it is that which 
brings crime from darkness to light.

THE CITY OF PEKIN. 

A letter from the seat of war in China, 
in the Montteur de ? Armee, furnishes the 
following facts about Pekin : 

The city is built ia the form of a poly- 


gon, its northern portion offering a parallel- 
ogram, and its southern portion a square. 


towers at short intervals; outside of this 
wall is a deep ditch, and beyond this en- 
closure a circle of suburbs, as densely .peo- 
pled, as busy and as compact as is Pekin 
itself. The capital of China consists, ia 
fact, of two cities, the North, or Imperial 
City, and the South City. The former is 
called the City of Tartars; the latter the 
City of the Chinese. They are separated 
by a turreted wall, and commanicate only 
by three gates, of which the middle one is 
reserved exclusively for the emperor. The 
Tartar City contains the Palace of the ‘Son 


of Heaven, (the Emperor, ).a mass of build- 


ings of every size and shape, pavilions, pa- 
godas, and gardens, e nally extensive and 
indescribable, which, it is said, takes a 
month to go over once. 

The population of Pekin and its suburbs 
exceeds two millions. Sixteen gates com- 
municate between the surburbs and the two 
cities within the walls; on either side of 
each gate is a party of soldiers, who act as 
policemen. The principal streets, especially 
in the northern portion, are wide and hand- 
some, but the greater part of both the 
towns consists of narrow, dirty, crowded 
lanes, rendered yet more disagreeable by 
the numerous hucksters, traders, and cook- 
shops established on the narrow pavement.” 


No one who wishes to accomplish great 
things should deny himself the advantages 
of sleep or exercise.

REMINISCENCES 0 OF A GOOD MAN, 
BISHOP HEDDING. 
In Poughkeepsie, where my father was 
for many pastor of the Presbyterian 
church, a beaatiful unity prevailed among 
all the Christian, denomisations. At 10 
o’clock every Monday morning the minsters 
of the several évangélical denominations 
met in the study of the one whose turn it 
was to be the host. , | 
Cold or warm, rain or shine, the venerable 
Bishop Hedding was always at these meet- 
ings. At the age of eight years, I was so 
much in love with the spirit which seemed 
to prevail among these good men, that 1 
used to take away from the servant. the 
office of opening the front door on the Mon- 
day when the ministers’ meeting came to 
my father’s house. Sitting on the stairs, I 
awaited each ring of the bell, and with 
childish delight opened the door, to receive 
a shake of the hand or en affectionate caress 
from each of the clergymen. And often, 
when they had all entered my father’s study, 
I still lingered on the stairs to catch some 
word now and then of the earnest prayer 
and communion which was going on within. 
Dearest of all the ininisters of that chlld- 
ish time, dearest always till“ he was not, 
for God took bim,“ was Bishop Hedding. 
As he entered my father’s door, he always 
drew me to his side and asked this ques- 
tlon : | 
„Do you love the Lord yet, my dear ?” 
I knew that this invariable question was 
no form. His love fof meas one who had 
been dedicated to God—his interest in me 
because I had a soul——-seemed beaming 
from his tender eyes, and making a silver 
light of reverence on his beautiful white 
locks.

When I first felt the power of God’s 
Spirit awakening, directing, quickening the 
soul, my father stood with me one morning 
at the door, and as the venerable man 
entered, said to him:

JAPAN TEA. 


Japanese teas differ materially from the 
teas prepared in China. The Chinese (with 
the aid of the tea inspection Board of Lon- 
don) have found it necessary to create new 
flavors and new styles of the herb in order 
to meet the morbid tastes of inveterate tea- 
drinkers and novelty in the article. Hence 
the mixture of many extraneous articles 
with the teas of commerce. Many flavors 
are especially obtained for that purpose; 
some for their delicacy of flavor—others for 
their astringent qualities. The natural tea- 
leaf lacks uniformity of color. This is 
remedied by the use of Prussian blue, indigo, 
and sometimes with a dash of copperas. 
Hence the teas of China are not the genuine 
article drank by the Chinese themselves; 
bat made to suit the tastes and markets of 
the outside barbarians. 

Japan tea consists of the pure leaf of the 
tea plant, or rather tree, for the best tea- 
leaf is procured from trees over a bundred 
years old. The leaf is carefully placked 
and placed in baskets, which are then taken 
hold of by the women and children, who 
proceed to divide each leaf into three parts, 


the middle portion of the leaf is nibang, 
or second quality; and the portion nearest 
the stem is “ sambaog,” or third quality. 
The leaves thus. divided are then rolled as 
you find the tea in the shops, slightly fired, 
and are then considered marketable. The 
L always fire their drawing of tea 
before wetting it, and thus improve its fla- 
vor. The best teas are, however, powdered, 
a piach being drawn in each cap. Japanese 
tea will, sooner or later, become a favorite 
with us in the United States, It is free 
from the objectionable quality of Chinese 
teas—does not affect the nerves; and when 
prepared with bowling water, is a delicious 
beverage.

Ecclesiastical Trial. 

During the past “week, a trial bas been 
going on in the Episcopal Charch in this 
city, which was held in Trinity Oburch. 
According to the canons of the Church, 
no spectators were admitted but presbyt- 
ers and communicants of the Church.” We 
are enabled, however, to give an abstract | 
of the matter. 

‘The accused, was the Rev. George B. 
Taylor, for some time last year minister of 
the Episcopal Church at Marysville. An 
attempt has been made to confound this 
matter with the Mission Sunday School, 
stating, as the papers expressed it, that he 
was tried ‘for preaching and praying be- 
fore the Mission Sanday School.” Such, 
we understand, was not the case, and the 
difficulty bad nothing whatever to do with 
the said school. The facts were simply 
these : 

In July last, some — in town, who 
happened also to be the heads of the Mis- 
sion School, desired to establish a Free 
Odurch in the centre of the city. The pro- 

ject had been expressly forbidden by the 
Bishop before his departure for the East, 
in May. After bis departure, however 
(leaving authority with the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese to act in his place as 
the executive power), the scheme was re- 
vived, and an invitation sent to Mr. Taylor, 
at Marysville, to be the Pastor. Masic 
Hall wag designated as the place for their 
services. Mr. Taylor accepted, and left his 
Parish at Marysville, without the consent 
of the ecclesiastical authority, as required 
by canon. Now, in opposition to all such 


movements is the Fifth Canon of the Church.

Enrtor Paciric :—Should the songs of 
praise in the sanctuary, be conducted ex- 
clusively by a select choir; or, should it be 
principally congregatioual, led by a choir ? 

The present awakened feelings in refer- 
ence to sacred music, is truly gratifying to 
every devout worshiper of God in the sanc- 
tuary. Many who have hitherto left the 
house of God with a heavy heart, dissatis- 
fied with the manner in which the praises 
of God were sung, and exclaimed: 
Christ, the leader of that war-worn host,” 
will now say “ How sweetly are we borne 
aloft into a more etherial realm of devo- 
tion.“ We should be slow to subscribe to 
all the changes made in some of our 
charches ; but the principle which lies at 
the bottom of this (what some eall innova- 
tion), is beyond doubt the vitality of Christ- 


In advocating congregational singing as 
I propose to do, it will be necessary to ask 


your indulgence a little: I may not be able 
to make myself understood in one short 


If we ere the Hebrew history we shall 
find the materials in the richest profusion 
along the track of a living church; and 
where its life has been most intense, we in- 
variably find psalms and hymus, and spirit- 
ual songs sung by the multitude.

From the review of the lives of Moses and 


these are the precise characteristics which 


acteristics : whether we make our observa- 
tions from à religious or from a political 
stand point, we are forced to the conclusion 
that the age in which we live is the most 
remarkable in the Christian era. The rapid 
on-going of the Kingdom of Christ, as is 
seen in the downfall of the temporal power 
of Popery ; the waking up of Christians in 
Protestant countries and the rapid spread 
of Christianity in Papal countries, taken 


the Jast ages and are nearing the perfect 
reign of Jesus in the Millenium. For the 
crisis, what manner of men are needed? 
To every Christian man and woman, God 
is now saying, ‘Who knoweth whether 
thou art come to the kingdom for such a 
time as this!“ 

Dwelling on this for a time, he passed to 
the second point: 

I said the times demanded steadfast men, 
when viewed from a political stand poiat. 
I have still bope that our national difficul- 
ties may be peacefully adjusted, and that 
long ere I stand again in this desk the 
clouds will have lifted and a clear sunshine 
will warm and enliven our land. But should 
this hope be vain, I need not impress upon 
you steadfastness, firmness, faithfulness to 
the constitution of our country and to the 
Union which it creates. I need not say to 
you that every thing which as a nation we 
prize depends upon union—anational peace, 
national power, national hovor, national 
name and national influence among the na- 
tions of the earth, are all bound up in this 
one word Union. Should, however, the 
misapprehensions or madness of some of our 
sister States cause them to withdraw from 
this Confederacy, let it be a secession, not a 
dissolution of the Union. Should fifty mem- 
bers of this Church withdraw from its com- 
munion, the Choreh would remaia, its in- 
tegrity as an organization woald not be 
impaired. So let it be of these United 
States. And let California belong not to 
the Southern Republic nor to the Pacefic Re- 
publie, but to the great American 
Our well being as Christians and as citizens 
on this coast depend upon this. 

You know that in all the years which it 
has been my privilege to stand before you, 
this desk has been silent as the grave on all 
questions of party politics. Bat this is no 
question of mere party politics; the sacred 
cause of liberty and the well or ill-being of 
unborn millions of Americans is suspended 
upon it; the usefulness and peace of the 
Church of Christ depend upon it; and in 
these times when ministers of Jesus are 
prostituting the pulpit iu maintaining aud 
promulgating the suicidal doctrines of dis- 
union, I wish, should I never stand bere 
again, to leave this charge with you, my 
beloved friends, and to leave this reeord of 
my political faith on this great and vital 
issue. If disunion must come, I must leave 
my hamble but earnest protest against it. 
As for my part, I am, and ever will be, an 
American citizen. The Union is my home. 
My hopes are bound up in it. The blood 
of my own forefathers lies on the fields of 
the Revolution, and the country bought by 
that blood is my country. The congtry of 
Washington and Franklin, of Putnam and 
Hamilton, is my country. I will never leave 
it nor forsake it. Where those glorious old 
fathers of this land go, there will I go; 
where the J lodge will I lodge; where they 
die will I die, and there also will 1 be

My dear friends, I am addressing you for 
the last time for a few months, and I confi- 
dently repose in your hands the interests, 
temporal and spiritual, of this beloved 
Church.

Anthon, D. D., departed this mortal life on 
Saturday, January 5th, at forty-five minutes 
past eleven A. M., after a painful sickness 
for two previous days. The last occasion 
on whieb he officiated in the public ministry 
was in full services on Christmas day. 


Dr. Anthon was well known throughout 


the country, as one of the most distinguish- 
ed divines of his Chureb, and one of the 
leaders of the Evangelical school.
